Jim Armstrong, head of 
the Queenston Residents 
Association, has a vision for 
the future of the property 
that is shared by many vil- 

But as with any develop¬ 
ment of the 95-year-old 
school and its grounds, it will 
take money. And that’s a 
stumbling block he isn’t cer¬ 
tain can be overcome. 

The Queenston secondary 
plan suggests the property 
should combine institution¬ 
al zoning with residential 
development About half of 
the two-acre property must 
be retained as park and 
greenspace for the use of the 
community. 

The QRA proposal is to use 


the building as a museum 
featuring artifacts connected 
with Laura Secord and her 
era. Part of the building 
could be used for communi¬ 
ty gatherings and special dis¬ 
plays, and the Willowbank 
School of Restoration Arts 
has expressed interest in 
renting classroom space. 

The QRA proposal also 
includes seeking out other 
interested arts and music 
tenants, creating a “cultural 
enclave” of artists. 

The play space would 
remain, but some of the 
property could be used as a 
mini-pioneer village, with 
the Parks Commission relo¬ 
cating some small historic 
buildings on the site to draw 
tourists. 

“It would be a very nice 
community-focused asset 
with artistic and cultural 
development, but money is 
the issue,” said Armstrong. 

Although the Parks 
Commission has expressed 
some interest, there is no 
money for the project, 
Armstrong has been told. 

The QRA proposal doesn’t 
include a business case at 



this point—it’s diffi cult with¬ 
out knowing how much rent 
could be charged or the 
square footage of available 
space, says Armstrong. 

As a member of the steer¬ 
ing committee, he will have 
an opportunity to help eval¬ 
uate any written submis¬ 
sions which are to be sent to 
the town’s heritage planner, 
Leah Wallace, by Nov. 19. 

The committee will review 
the proposals and select 
those to be presented at a 
community workshop Nov. 
27. 

Both Armstrong and 
Bedford are aware that there 
are others interested in 
developing the property, 
“and there are likely other 
ideas out there we don’t 
know anything about. The 
thought is we should go 
looking for them,” said

building and some new 
homes around the edges of 
the property, with the park 
sandwiched in the middle. A 
developer could ask for max¬

need for low income hous¬ 
ing to attract young families, 
said Armstrong, completely 
changing the character of 
Queenston. 

"It’s a key piece of real 
estate that defines 
Queenston as a village. A 
large development would 
change this quite significant¬ 
ly. But on the other hand, we 
don't want the school to 
remain an empty building.” 

Since the entire building 
and property is designated 
heritage, any development 
would require a heritage 
permit, and would have to 
be compatible with the her¬ 
itage of the property, says 
Bedford, although the older, 
original part of the school 
building is more significant. 

But that doesn’t mean the 
building or property has to 
be “frozen in time," he 

“There is lots of room for 
flexibility, although the des¬ 
ignation does anticipate that 


the building will be pre- 

Any development propos¬ 
al will have to deal with her¬ 
itage issues and will have to 
be approved by council, he 

The purpose of the town 
becoming involved this early 
in the process is to look for 
something that is compati¬ 
ble with the community and 
the heritage of the property, 
and also that has some “rea¬ 
sonable expectation” of 
financial success. 

“As this unfolds, the school 
board will still have to sell 
the property with their regu¬ 
latory requirements, and the 
town will have to deal with 
the zoning. We’re trying to 
find practical ideas that will 
meet the needs of the town, 
the community and the 
school board. This is a 
unique step we’re taking, 
and we believe a positive 
one to help the school board 
and the community.”

The first community 
shuttle tickets were 
released this week, offering 
transportation for Niagara- 
on-the-Lake seniors and 
youth who need help get¬ 
ting around town. 

The two partners in the 
venture, David Mole of 
Niagara Classic 


Transportation and Casey 
McNab of Niagara Patient 
Transfer, were at the town 
hall in Virgil Monday to 
launch their partnership, 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Transit, which is providing 
rides to those 60 and over 
and to youth in NOTL 
through subsidized vouch- 

Local businesses are 
financially supporting the 
shuttle to reduce the cost of 
the tickets. Vouchers are 
being sold at 10 for $40. 
One voucher gets a resident 
a one-way trip within the 
Old Town, with rides to 
Virgil, Queenston, St. 
Davids or Glendale costing 
from two to four tickets 
each way. A trip to St. 
Catharines or Niagara Falls 
requires seven tickets.

Pat Darte, who was 
instrumental in organiz¬

Time to look to future 


he election is in the past, and 
it’s time to get on with the 
future—the swearing in of the 
new regional and municipal coun¬ 
cils and school board trustees, and 
the combination of experienced 
politicians and political neophytes 
dealing with the issues as they 
come along as they were elected to 
do. 

To those who ran but failed to get 
elected, don't give up. We hope to 
see you during the next four years, 
involved in town and community 
events as volunteers, committee 
members and observers. That’s the 
way to get known and elected—a 
few months of campaigning is not 
going to do it.

Garden of the 
week contest 
has far reach 

One morning during our 
annual theater visit to 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, the 
gardener at The Charles Inn 
told me about the weekly 
garden contest program. 

I was instantly struck with 
the idea that such a program 
might be appropriate for our 
community, Coshocton, 
Ohio. Seeking more infor¬ 
mation, I went to the NOTL 
Chamber of Commerce 
where I was presented with 
a current copy of the 
Niagara Advance featuring 
the winning gardens that 
week. I noticed a further 
article inside listing Shirley 
Madsen as the organizer 


and giving her phone num¬ 
ber. I called her to ask for 
more information. 

Shirley invited me to her 
home to share everything 
she had about the program’s 
20-plus year history and the 
full process being followed. 

Now truly inspired, I 
returned home and began 
to share my idea and 
Shirley's information. I 
knew we needed judges for 
the garden contests. 

Lacking the wonderful 
Canadian Horticultural 
Society system, I decided 
that the Master Gardener 
program might be the 
answer, but was saddened to 
learn that funding for 
Master Gardeners was about 
to end. Clearly disappoint¬ 
ed, I spoke to a friend who is 
a local florist We were 
interested in doing some¬ 
thing for our coming 


Coshocton Bicentennial cel¬ 
ebration in 2011. Together 
we came up with the idea of 
sharing daffodil bulbs. 

Those who have daffs 
should be encouraged to dig 
them up, divide, improve 
the soil and replant only 
some of the bulbs. The rest 
could be given to others 
who do not have daffs, then 
planted this fall to bloom for 
the Bicentennial. 

We had a plan and a small 
group ready to move for¬ 
ward for next year’s event. 
Then my florist friend for¬ 
warded an e-mail describing 
the America in Bloom pro¬ 
gram. I was interested 
because here we had not 
only an established garden 
competition plan, recog¬ 
nized nationwide and even 
internationally; but the 
judges were provided. I 
shared the information with 


our small group asking, 
"Can we do this?" I was 
delighted with the response; 

In only two weeks, start¬ 
ing from scratch, we had 
cobbled together enough 
money for the registration 
fee and were able to make 

In fact, the whole city was 
committed; but only six of 
us knew. We had work to 
do. We met with the mayor, 
city service director and city 
council president. They all 
said yes... Coshocton 
should participate in 
America in Bloom this year, 
2010. We made presenta¬ 
tions to the city council and 
the county commissioners. 
Both responded with sup¬ 
port and dedication. 

We were underway, but 
we needed to spread the 
word and gain community 


support and commitment 
quickly. How could we be 
ready for the judges tour? 
No one had ever heard of 
America in Bloom. Day 
after day we made presenta¬ 
tions; The Rotary, the 
Kiwanis, the Chamber of 
Commerce, Garden Clubs, 
Master Gardener seminars, 
anyone who would listen. 
We met with, talked to and 
wrote copy for newspapers 
and talk shows. We sched¬ 
uled appearances on local 
community TV programs. 

Then it began to happen, 
suddenly everyone seemed 
to know about America in 
Bloom in Coshocton. 

People from all over the city 
began asking how they 
could get involved, how 
could they help. 

The next few weeks are 
blur, but the judges came, 
we did the city tour, it all 


happened at least sort of the 
way we planned. 

But really what we are 
doing is planning and 
scheming for the real event: 
The America in Bloom 
judges tour for 2011 as a 
highlight of our Bicentennial 
celebration. 

Oh, yes, we did do the 
Daffodil Exchange. We 
received and redistributed 
nearly 15,000 daffodil bulbs. 
That should make quite a 
show for our spring kick-off. 

And to think, it all started 
because so many people in 
NOTL are proud of what 
they are doing, proud of 
their community, and so 
important, ready and anx¬ 
ious to share it all with a 
gardener visiting from Ohio.

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Organizers hoping for record turn-out at cenotaph 


> The number of 
Second World 
War veterans is 
dwindling but last 
year’s service 
attracted more than 
1,000 people at the 
Queen Street 
Cenotaph. 


If you happen to be out for 
an early morning walk in the 
Old Town next Thursday, 
swing by the Queen Street 
Cenotaph. 

The Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Air Cadets will be taking 
part in something new for 


them, although it is tradi¬ 
tionally part of 
Remembrance Day services 
in Ottawa and other loca- 

Four cadets will be hon¬ 
ouring the town’s fallen 
heroes by holding a silent 
vigil or honour guard from 7 
a.m. until the end of the 
Remembrance Day service. 

These young men and 
women will be there to show 
their respect by standing at 
the four corners of the 
Cenotaph, completely still 
and silent, heads bowed, 
and motionless, in shifts 
until the service is complete. 

It's an act of honouring 
the sanctity of the 
Cenotaph, standing silent 
guard on behalf of the fallen, 
said Royal Canadian Legion 
president A1 Howse. 

About 30 veterans, 15 to 
20 from the Second World 
War, a few from recent 
peace-keeping missions 


and one returning soldier 
from Afghanistan, will 
attend the 10:45 a.m. 
Remembrance Day service, 
says Howse. 

The NOTL Air Cadets will 
be on parade and carry the 
colours. 

Veterans Blanche Quinn 
and Rev. Audrey Copley will 
lay the wreaths. 

Last year saw more than 
1,000 people at the 
Cenotaph, so organizers are 
hoping to equal or top that 
this year. 

Although there will be a 
good turn-out of elementary 
school children at the 
Cenotaph, Virgil Public 
School will, as it has for the 
last five years, have its own 
Remembrance Day 

Ceremony next Thursday. 

French teacher Michele 
Zoccoli, who learned the 
extent of the Canadian 
involvement in the Second 
World War while studying in 


Germany, is passionate 
about teaching the students 
about war, its impact on vet¬ 
erans and why it’s so impor¬ 
tant to remember. 

When veteran and Virgil 
Public School graduate 
Harold Clement heard 
about her plans, he turned 
up with a list of Second 
World War veterans from 
Virgil, and their involve¬ 
ment in the war. 

A core group of six have 
come to Virgil for the service 
ever since, all but Clement 
still alive and able to partici- 

Others show up on occa¬ 
sion, says Zoccoli, but aren’t 
regulars. 

Jack Hunter went to Virgil 
as a boy, and still lives not 
far from the school. 

He plans to be at the 
school for the Nov. 11 cere¬ 
mony—he enjoys visiting 
with the children, and he 


can count on it being 
warm—the 86-year-old says 
he’s too old to stand in the 
cold on Queen Street. 

He and the small group of 
veterans like the connection 
with their former school, 
and to the history that goes 
with it. 

He doesn’t like to think or 
talk too much about his 
years oversees, he says. He 
was a quartermaster on an 
anti-aircraft cruiser, HMCS 
Prince Robert, in the Far 
East. The ship was outfitted 
with Bofor guns, and was 
charged with knocking 
down Japanese aircraft. 

The ship he served on was 
convoyed with other slower 
tankers, and if one was sunk 
by the Japanese, the allied 
vessels couldn’t go back to 
pick up survivors. It was a 
difficult time, and not one 
he particularly wants to 
dwell on.

There will be life again 
soon at Niagara District 
Secondary School, but it’s 
not what local high school 
supporters were hoping for. 

The news that about 100 
school board support staff 
will move to the NDSS build¬ 
ing on Niagara Stone Road is 
not sitting well with some 


community. 

Nor is the fact that the 
decision was made just a day 
after the municipal election 
by the trustees who voted to 
close NDSS. 

Jamie King, newly elected 
NOTL councillor who was a 
staunch supporter of NDSS, 
was disturbed to hear the 
news that the decision had 
been made with little town 
involvement, so soon after 
the election of new 
trustees,particularly, he said, 
“since we are about to see 
three other vacant school 
properties in town that 
should require respectful 
and productive discussion 
between the board and the 

Several candidates for 
both for school trustee and 
for town council, including 
King, campaigned on the 


need to develop better rela¬ 
tionships with the school 
board, and see this decision 
and it's timing as King 
described it, “an alarming 
development" 

Although the DSBN has 
control over the use and dis¬ 
position of their land, King 
said, “they should work with 
our town if they want to be a 
trusted partner.” 

King said he will be asking 
the new council to request a 
meeting with the DSBN in 
the hope of rebuilding trust, 
“and to get a sense of how we 
can work together to support 
decisions that are good for 
everyone on the high school 
front, and with regards to 
their surplus elementary 
lands. Our town does have a 
role in DSBN discussions 
that affect our children, 
quality of life, streetscape 
and economic health. If we 
don't have success with 


moving to NDSS 


them, we will work up the 
ladder because this issue is 
too important for us to let 
languish another term.” 

The board support staff 
currently work out of the 
Don Reilly Resource Centre 
in Allanburg, in three porta¬ 
bles. Back in June, support 
services superintendent 
Carol Germyn and school 
superintendents Linda 
Kartasinski and John 
Stainsby visited NDSS while 
students were still in school 
and looked at how the space 
could be used, presenting a 
proposal to the board's 
finance committee a couple 
of weeks later. Board staff 
was instructed to further 
investigate the move. 

The information came to 
Tuesday's school board 
meeting, with estimated 
costs of $45,000 for comput¬ 
er, internet, telephone and 
electrical upgrades and 


moving expenses, and the 
move was approved. 

Lord Mayor Gary 
Burroughs says he had a 
conversation about the use 
of the high school building 
about six months ago, but 
respected board director 
Warren Hoshizaki's request 
to keep it to himself. 

There was also a meeting 
with the town's CAO Mike 
Galloway about the propos¬ 
al. Galloway and Burroughs 
both see the move as prefer¬ 
able to having an empty 
building that could be the 
target of vandalism and graf¬ 
fiti. 

Burroughs says he would 
still like to see a right-sized 
high school on the site, and 
Galloway is on board. 

Although he is talking per¬ 
sonally, and will not be on 
council to influence the 
town’s involvement, he 
would like to see council and 


town staff work on develop- 


with the school board. 

He hopes to see council 
talk with the board about 
planning decisions regard¬ 
ing school buildings and 
“once some semblance of 
trust has been re-estab¬ 
lished, make them realize we 
can support a high school in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake." 

That could be four or five 
years down the road, he said, 
and in the meantime, this 
move of staff to the NDSS 
building “doesn’t have to be 
a negative. We're going to 
have some empty buildings. 
This won’t be one of them. 
We’ll have 100 people in our 
community, eating and 
shopping, people coming to 
NOTL for training, and the 
building will have life in it,” 
said Burroughs.

Would you recognize the 
symptoms and know what to 
do if happens to you? 

Leanne Hammond, 
Niagara District Stroke Care 
Co-ordinator, will explain 
how to recognize a stroke 
and what to do about it at 
next week’s InfoHealth ses¬ 
sion at the Niagara-on-the- 
Lake Public Library. 

A stroke is caused by an 
interruption of the supply of 
blood and oxygen to an area 


of the brain that causes the 
brain cells in an area to die, 
and reduces the brain func¬ 
tion in that area, she says. 

Eighty per cent of strokes 
are caused by a blood clot in 
a blood vessel in the brain. 
The other 20 per cent are 
caused by a break in a blood 
vessel that causes bleeding in 
the brain. 

The key to all symptoms is 
that their onset is sudden, 
says Hammond—sudden 


loss of strength or numbness 
—about 90 per cent of the 
time to one side of the body, 
sudden difficulty speaking or 
understanding, sudden trou¬ 
ble with vision, sudden 
severe, unusual headache or 
sudden dizziness are indica¬ 
tions of a stroke. 

Stroke signs will be the 
same for men and women, 
she says. 

And although the symp¬ 
toms can be temporary,

The Greater Niagara 
General Hospital in Niagara 
Falls has the region’s stroke 
unit that offers acute care 
and follow-ups for in¬ 
patients and out-patients 
who have suffered a stroke. 
Niagara paramedics trans¬ 
port patients thought to be 
suffering a stroke to the 
GNGH. 

Most people know about 
tPA, a clot-busting medica¬ 
tion given to stroke victims, 
but they need to be in the 
hospital within three hours 
from the onset of symptoms. 
“This doesn’t guarantee that 
the symptoms will go away, 
but it could lessen the symp¬ 
toms,” says Hammond. 

Yet only 54 per cent of peo¬ 
ple in Ontario who experi¬ 
ence the symptoms will call 
911, she says, and less than 


30 per cent arrive at the hos¬ 
pital within two hours of 
their onset 

“The public really needs to 
know to call 911 if there is 
any question at all. Better to 
err on the side of caution.” 

The patient will be met at 
the hospital by the stroke 
team, and a CAT scan will be 
carried out to determine the 
type of stroke and treatment. 

Hammond will also talk 
about the factors that 
increase a person’s risk of 
stroke, and which can be 
reduced through exercise, 
diet and other lifestyle 
changes. 

The InfoHealth session on 
stroke will take place at the 
library Wednesday, Nov. 10, 
at 2 p.m. and again at 7 p.m. 

The sessions are recorded 
by Cogeco and are available 
on DVD at the library.

When Chantal Kreviazuk 
performs at the Shaw Festival 
Theatre Friday evening, her 
music will be accompanied 
by a backdrop montage of 
photographs showing the 
work of the Wells of Hope to 
improve the quality of life 
and extreme poverty of peo¬ 
ple in the remote mountains 
of Guatemala. 

While delivering fresh 
water will always be die main 
focus of Wells of Hope, the 
organization does much 


more than that, says volun¬ 
teer Greg Knight. 

The many fundraisers to 
support its work, especially 
the cost of a new drilling rig, 
are mosdy aimed at the 
Niagara Region. This concert 
of the award-winning 
Canadian recording artist will 
help introduce Wells of Hope 
and the work it does to those 
who have never heard of the 
organization, broadening the 
opportunity for fundraising, 
says Knight. 

Ted van der Zalm, well- 
known locally for his dedica¬ 
tion to delivering clean water 
to the people of Guatemala as 
well as improving their lives 
in many other ways, will 
speak briefly, but the images 
that will be projected and co¬ 
ordinated with the music will 
intensify the message of what 
has already been accom¬ 
plished and of the acute need 
for more to be done. 

The rig, which cost $1.2 


million, sits in Guatemala 
waiting for van der Zalm and 
his family to arrive in January. 
But Wells of Hope still owes 
about $600,000 for it 

“Every well that we drill 
costs about $80,000 due to 
the depth and the size of the 
wells - each well serves sever¬ 
al communities. There are 
currently over 25,000 people 
receiving clean, safe water 
from our wells. To put things 
into perspective it would cost 
about $5,000 to drill a well 
here in the Niagara region," 
says Knight, who is also on 
the board of directors of the 
Wells of Hope. 

Knight will travel this 
month to the permanent 
camp in Jalapa, which 
accommodates 40 volunteers 
at a time, to introduce a team 
of plastic surgeons to 
Guatemalan doctors who will 
help set up much needed 
clinics for the Canadian sur-
